The  otner  inouiries  wnich  I  have  irade  together  with  the  unaninous 
ocinions  frou  Frofessors  Curtis,'  Arthur  Thotroson  and  Baillie  reinforce 
so  strongly  what  I  had  n^iard  froir  Seth  ana  otjisrs  that  it,  seens  to  rce 
we  shall  he  fortunate  if  we  can  get  Vaciver.  Unaoubtealy  the  cosit, ion 
hers  will  he  a  good  one:,  tne  influence  of  it,  in  the  future  aeconding 
ucor.  tne  cuaiity  cf  the  iian  hiiiself.
